In the states of the central vallc3'S 


and on the Allan tic aud east gulf 
coasts thu week has been very favor- 
able for all growing crops, but exces- 
sive rains to some extent retarded farm 
work, especially threshing1, and caused 
much injury to "rain in shock. 
Heavy 


rains have also injured crops iu the 
Ohio valley, especially in West Vir- 
ginia, where local freshets have been 
very destructive. 


Indiana reports a great crop, almost 


assured. 
Over the eastern portion of 


the cotton region and iu Texas cottou 
has made good growth, but in Louisi- 
ana it is sull'cring- from drought and 
complaints of rust and shedding- are 
quite general. 


Kentucky—All crops injured to some 


extent by too much rain aud very great 
local damage reported in portions of 
northern and central counties. Wheat 
and oats are sprouting badly in shock. 
General complaint of tobacco French- 
ing on low grounds. 
Corn still looks 


good, but fields arc overgrown with 
weeds. 


Indiana—Heavy rains in localities 


did damage; wheat, rye and oats in 
shock arc sprouting- and rotting; tmich 
hay is spoiled; threshing and plowing 
were delayed; great crops of corn aud 
potatoes almost assured; some corn in 
bottom lands was under water; tobac- 
co nearly topped iri 'good condition.

price of silver bullion since 1873 is due 
to nu overproduction of silver is so 
frequently made by the gold standard 
advocates that the Enquirer thinks it 
well to introduce another authority on 
this point. 
We refer to the English 


Royal Gold and Silver Commission of 
1880-88. This was a comimttee ap- 
pointed by the English government to 
investigate tho money question. 
It 


consisted of six Englishmen who wore 
advocates of tho single gold standard 
and six who wore belivers in bimetal- 
lism—the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver at a fixed ratio. 
Quo of tho gold standard men, Mr. L. 
H. Courtney, has since become an ad- 
vocate of bimetallism. 
In considering 


tho fall in bullion value of silver since 
1871! the entire 
commission—1110110- 


mctallists 
as well as bimctallists— 


unite in using the following language: 


"Looking to tho vast changes which 


occurred prior to 1873 in the relative 
production of tho two motals without 
any corresponding disturbance in their 
market value, it appears difficult to us 
to resist tho conclusion that some iu- 
tiuonco was then at work tending to 
steady tho price of silver, and to keep 
tho ratio which it bore to gold approx- 
imately stable. 


"Tlieso considerations seom to sug- 


gest tho existence of some steadying in- 
fluence in former periods, which has 
now been removed and which has loft 
tho silver market subject to tho in- 
fluences of causes, tho full effect of 
which was previously kept in check. 


"Now, undoubtedly, the elate which 


forms tho dividing lino between an 
epoch of approximate fixity in tho rel- 
ative value of gold and silver, and ouo 


could be freely coined, and thus become 
exchangeable against commodities -at 
the fixed ratio, the market value of sil- 
ver as measured by gold would conform 
to that ratio, and not vary to auy ma- 
terial extent.'' 


The commission, it will be observed, 


was of the opinion that free and unlim- 
ited coinage of gold and silver by the na- 
tions 
composing tne Latin 
Union 


would cause their market value to con- 
form to the legal ratio. The Laitn 
Union 
embraced Franco, Belgium, 


Italy, Switzerland and Greece. 
The 


United States today has a population 
nearly equal to tho entire population 
of the Latin Union in 1880-88. 
In 


wealth and business activity we sur- 
pass them. 
Can this country now do 


alone what the Latin Union could have 
done in 1880-88? On this point, a good 
witness is Prof. E. Benjamin Andrews, 
president of Brown University. 


President Andrews was a delegate to 


the Brussels Monetary conference, and 
has hitherto favored waiting for "in 
teruational bimetallism.". 
But Mr. 


Andrews has now taken his stand for 
"American bimetallism," as the follow 
ing letter shows: 


"Brown University, 


"Providence, R. I., June 22, 1890. 


"Stephen W. Nickersou, Boston, Mass. : 


My Dear Sir:—In yours of the 20th 


insfc., after adverting to Ceruuschi's 
latest position touching the policy of 
the United States in free coinage of sil- 
ver at 10 to 1 without waiting for an 
international agreement, you ask what, 
if auy, objections I would urge against 
this policy. I reply that I would urge 
none. 
Tho vast new output in gold in 


recent years as compared with that of 
silver impresses me that free coinage 
by tho United States alone would not 
lead to tho displacement of our gold; 
that, therefore, free, coinage would be 
safe. 
If it is safe it is certainly desir- 


able. 
Of course, no one can be abso- 


lutely certain, that we could proceed 
with silver free coinage aud yet retain 
our gold. 
I, therefore, do not clcgraa* 


tize, but leave that to the gold men. 
To my mind, however, the overwhel- 
ming probability is that gold would 
stay with us. I have noticed of late no 
serious arguments to show that it 
would not.

McKee Before Mayor Row 


This Afternoon. 


He Declares That He Is Innocent aud 


Will Have a Preliminary Hearing

Tom McKee, tho alleged dynamiter, 


was brought up before Mayor Row this 
afternoon at 3:80 o'clock. 


Tho affidavit ou which he was arraign- 


ed charged him with having unlaw- 
fully placed dynamite aud other explo- 
sive substances in the premises of the 
Second Presbyterian church on Satur 
day night, July iSth, and was sworu 
to by Marshal Watkius. 


Windows about the office were closed 


and Marshal Watkius brought McKee 
up. 
The affidavit was read to him by 


Mayor Row, aud when as asked as to 
whether or uot he was guilty. McKee 
hesitated, and then said, "Why, land 
of rest, of course I'm 
not guilty, 


Mayor; I never thought of such a 
thing." 


He then asked for a preliminary 


hearing an espresseed a desire to have 
Attorney Floyd McCormick called as 
his lawyer. 
He gave the mayor the 


names of several witnesses whom he 
wanted called. 


Mayor Row then set the preliminary 


hearing for Saturday morning at 10 
o'clock, and held McKee over until 
that time under $3,000 bond. 


As McKee was being takeu back to 


the station house, a Times reporter had 
a short conversation with him. Mc- 
Kee declared that he waa innocent and 
that he never dreamed of doing any 
dynamiting. "I never had a stick of 
dynamite in my hands,'' said McKee, 
and the man who blowed up the church 
ought to be huug up. 
No, sir; I am 


not guilty!" 


McKee claimed that be could prove 


an alibi and account for his where 
abouts every minute of the time the 
past few weeks. 
HABEAS CORPUS PROCEEDINGS. 


There promises to be some fun in the 


McKee dynamiting cses. It will be in 
the nature of legal battle for the possess 
ion of the prisoner. 


Late this afternoon a Times reporter 


learned that Attorney T. C. Beatty had 
taken preliminary steps to secure a 
writ of habeas corpus. 
The necessary 


affidavit has been prepared and sworn 
to before Wm. F. Whitney, clerk of the 
courts. It represents that McKee is un- 
lavpfnlly held at the city prison and 
asks the probate court to order Frank 
Watkins, marshal of the city, to bring 
McKee before him and show cause why 
he is held. An effort will then be 
made to secure his release. 


A reporter hunted up Mr. Beatty 


and asked if it were true that he would 
got a writ. He replied that it was, 
and that application would be made 
either tonight or tomorrow morning. 
Mr. Beatty was very sore because he 
was refused admittance to the prisoner 
yesterday. He denounced the marshal 
and Detective 
Schlesinger in bitter 


terms and claimed that they had ex- 
ceeded their authoirty. 
He said he 


had boon retained by a friend of Mc- 
Kee's and had a perfect right to see the 
prisoner. 


'They have an innocent man locked 


up, "said Mr. Beatty, "and they are 
determined to convict 
him. 
They 


have fixed up a lot of letters and claim 
they will railroad him through on this 
evidence. 
One of the letters, the one 


they found in the bushes on the river 
bank, was written on station house pa- 
per, and I do not hesitate to say was 
written either by Marshal Watkins or 
at his dictation. This is the kind of 
evidence they have to convict McKee. 
It is outrageous.'' 


Mr. Beatty says he will exhaust 


every possilbe measure to get justice 
for McKee and see that he is not badly 
treated. 


It is understood that the authorities 


will fight the writ on the grounds that 
they are holding McKee for an unpaid 
fine, and thus keep him in.

.laughter. With the analytic character 


• of his nature, begotten by long study 
of political and religious questions, lie 
iproceeded to examine it. It might be 
Jnext day before he was entirely satis- 
ified, and then if he was satisfied he 
ipaid it honor. A more important thing

ent countries was different, and that if 
iit, wexe the case that their rcligiou and

jthracita coal furnace. The canniness 
of the nation came out in the affluence 
Jof their vocabulary in expressing them- 
jpelves. In the Scotsman's reserve, born 
'ol the hardiness of the soil, there lay 


(a great strength, for it was not the 
'strong but the weak people that carried 


• their heart upon their sleeve, 
and 


^pened nil their affairs for everybody's 
'consideration. The undoubted note of 
austerity in tho Scottish character wns 
ian explanation of ninny peculiarities in 
[Scottish history. 
They could 
never 


drive a Scotsman, and rf jx-ople tried to 
drive them in political and religious 
[affairs, his rending of history wns that 
Jit aways ended in catastrophe for the 
;peope who tried to drive, and not for 
jthe Scotsman. On the other hand, they 
coud take a Scotsman on the right side, 
;and then he was perhaps too weak. 


Another wonderful characteristic of 


•th.e Scottish people was their enterprise 
—which, he supposed, was more char- 
acteristic of the nation than of any 
[Other notion of the sixe on the face of 
;the earth. 
It was in a climate, like 


that of Scotland that men were made; 
aoid them it followed that, being made, 
'the very climate which was their .most 
faithful and hardy mother sent them 
out to get their living. They had an 
enormous advantage in their habits of 
:hardihoocl, though he wns not 
quite | 


•sure whether this advantage was going ' 
to continue long. 


In. conclusion, the lecturer noted, as 


• a characteristic of the Scottish nation 
which was sometimes denied, the senti- 
ment of the Scottish folk. Was there 
ever a more romantic episode in historj- 
than the devotion of the Scottish peo- 
ple to the house of Stuart? Let them 
look also at the ballads of the Seot. 
tish people to meet, tlie sentiment of 
which he was speaking. If, however, 
ithey wished to know tJiat sentiment at 
'its fullest, they must see the Scot when 
jhe was away from home.—Detroit Free 
Press.

About a week ngo they re- 


turned to the home of Tom Hiukley, 
about eight miles from this city. Mr. 
Williams and Mrs. Hinkley are sisters. 
The sheriff got wind of them and has 
had his oye on them over since.

Bennett and Rickey went back last 
night and laid in the weeds near the 
Hinkley house until five o'clock this 
morning, when young Hiukley ap- 
peared at the door. He looked up and 
down the road, but did not see the offi- 
cers, who wore only a few rods away 
The boy remarked that he guessed he 
•would come to town and plead guilty. 
The old man said: "No, yon stay hero.

bark." But he didn't. 
Rickey and 


Steagall beat the tan bark and landed 
their prisoner. There were nine people 
in the one-room cabin, and thoy were 
making preparations to move to Ken- 
tucky. 
In the wagon with some of 


their household goods was found a 
bunch of sacks. 
Some of these boro 


tho name of P. Kraus, aorno of Dair 
Bros., Harrison, O., Mrs. Phoebe J. 
Wikoff and others, from whom they 
had doubtless been stolen. 
The detec- 


tive had been notified, and reports will 
doubtless be received from those who 
have been robbed by Williams.

They will
